will again go into effect at 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning March 30. 
It ap­ 
pears that there was some dispute 
as to the exact hour when the clocks 
■will be moved forward one hour, but 
according to the best information 
obtainable here the change will tie 
made two hours after midnight S a t­ 
urday. 
The confusion as to the date is 
due to the wording and the evident 
intent of the law providing for the 
new schedule which was trussed b v I ' 
the congress in tile early spring ot 
1918.

Dublin, March 25— A special or­ 
der was issued today by British mili­ 
tary officials prohibiting the holding 
of any meetings or processions to­ 
morrow. Announcement was made in 
the Sinn Fein quarters recently that 
Prof. Edw ard DeValera, who has 
been in hiding since his escape from 
prison, would publicly appear in Dub­ 
lin tomorrow and assiftne his place as 
head of the Irish republic.

with European 
manufacturers.

the armistice was signed.

tight, for rate reduction, Secretary I 
Redfield has taken a decided stand 
favoring the move. 
It was pointed out in communica­ 
tions to the department of commerce 
that a large majority of the articles, 
sold in the far east, are m anufactur­ 
ed iii the eastern half of the United 
States.
